the ehamber. 
Was Read Hurritedly. 

There was only a sroall number of 
senators present when the reading was 
begun, and it was hurried through, tho 
papers accompanying the message not 
being read at all. 

The meest&ge elicited the greatest in- 
terest In the house: The members gave 
close attention during the reading of 
the document, and there was a ripple 
of laughter over thegpresident’s char-, 
acterization of Jose Pulitzer, pub- 
lisher of The New York World. The 
message, with its accompanying pa- 
pers, wea referred te committee. 

Accompanying the president's mes- 
sage Was a large bundle of documents 
bearing upon the transfer of the cnuual 
property to the United States. Many of 
these documents were in French, with- 
out Engii#gh translation. There was

New York, December 15.4 Nine 
panies, with their subsidiaries, are 
named as constituting an illegal com- 
bination in the final decree filed today 
in the United States c{reuit court, put- 
ting into effect the judgment recently 
obtained by the government in its 
Suit to dissolve the so-called tobacco 
trust. The companies named are the 
American Tobacco Company, the Ameri- 
can Snuff Company, the American Cigar 
| Company, the American Stogle Company, 
| MacAndrews &)Forbes Co., P. Lorillard 
| & Co. R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Com- 
pany, Blackwell's Durham Tobacco 
Company, and the Conley Foil Com- 
| pany. 

Bach of the first five of these com- 
panies, the court declares, is in itself 
a combination in violation of law. The 
order enjoins these companies from 
continuing as parties in the combination, 
and restrains them from engaging in 
pe or foreign trade until ‘‘rea- 


com- 


sonable competition” between>them is 
‘restored. Nor may the companies named 
or their subsidjaries acquire, by con- 
veyance or otherwise, the plant or »us!- 
ness Of any gther defendant corpora- 
tion, wherein dnvy one of them now holds 
stock, or exercise any contro! whatso- 
ever over ite corporate acts. 

Both the government and the defend- 
ant compantes will at once take appeals 
from the-decree. Such action on the 
cOmpanies’ part Will make effective one 
highly !mportant clause—that which pro- 
vides for a suspension of the injunc- 
tion during the pendency of such ap- 
peal. As the matter stands, therefore, 
the companies may continue business 
as heretofore, and unt!il-an affirmation 
of the judgment fw obtained In the su- 
preme court. Twenty days is allowed 
for an appeal to be filed, The govern-

The 
independence party did nat figure in the 
presidential election of four years ago. 

The biggest difference in a party is 
shown in an increase for Bryan of Il,- 
315,211 over the total vote cast in 1904 
for Alton B. Parker, the democratic 
candidate. Taft received 14,190 votes 
more than were polled for President 
Roosevelt in 1904, and Debs ran 465,- 
368 ahead of his predecessor on the 
socialist ticket. 

The heaviest loss is shown by the 
populists, who, with the same candidate, 
registered 83,312 votes less this year 
than in 1904, when their total was |17,- 
183. The prohibitionist candidate, Cha- 
fin, ran 17,284 votes behind the 1904 
mark of his party, and Gilhaus, the so- 
cialist laibor candidate, received only 
about 50 per cent of the vote given to 
Corrigan, which was 31,240 in the pre- 
vious presidential race.

The capture of the “23 de Mayo” was 
effected on December 13, at a point &A 
litte north of Cumana, gn the gulf of 
Caraco, The battleship Jacobd van 
Heemskerk observed the “23.de Mayo” 
in the offing, took posveagfon of her, 
and sent a prize crew “aboard. The 
Venezuelan crew, Which had been In 
charge of the “23 de Mayo,” was sent 
ashore iin the small boats of the cap- 
tured ship. The Jacob van Heemskerk 
then proceeded back to this port, es- 
corting her prize. 

The crew of the ‘23 de Mayo’ made 
no resistance. Al the rifles found on 
board were sent ashore with the crew. 
“23 de Mayo” was formerly an 
American steamer called the Alliance. 
She belonged to a Mr. Smith, who was 
at one time American consul] here. She 
was captured by Venezuela in 1897 
while in distress off Maracaibo, on the 
ground that she was engaged in run- 
ning contraiband to the Venezuelan 
coast. Mr. Smith made a claim against 
the Venezuelan government for the ves- 
sel, and his demand was reduced in 
1903 to $2,900 by the mixed commission 
thatadjudicated various matters of this 
kind.

AMERICAN GOVERNMENT 
ONLY WATCHING SPTUATION 


Washington, December 1!5.—The ex- 
istence of what ambunts practically to 
a state of war between Holland and 
Venezuela, the absence for the first 
time in many years in an acute crisis 
of this kind of American warships 
from thetr proper sphere of influence, 
and the profession of ignorance of the 
state department officials of the in- 
tentions of Holland, constitute a most 
curious and interesting international 
situation. The fact that America has 
a quarrel of her own with Venezuela 
and has terminated diplomatic rela- 
tions with that country gives rise to 
doubt as to the accuracy of the state- 
ment that this government is not in 
terested in what is going on off the 
coast of Venezuela. Indeed, there is 
reason to believe that, while the rec- 
ords may fail to show the existence 
oO any formal agreement between 

merica and the Netherlands, the gov- 
ernment of the latter country is pro- 
ceeding with the tacit consent of Amer- 
ica, to bring an end to the chaotic 
conditions that have prevailed in an 
international sense in Venezuela for 
the past two years. So long as the 
Dutch ships act strictly within the lines 
of the Monroe doctrine as construed in 
the annual message to congress of 
President Roosevelt last year; so long 
as no attempt is made to seize Ven- 
ezuelan territory for permanent occu 
pation; so long as the Dutch warship 
captains confine their activities to the 
seizure of Venezuelan ships and the 
blockade of ports and the attempt to 
redress the affront to Holland’s honor, 
there probably will be no interference 
on the part of thd United States gov- 
ernment. Of course it Is inconceivable 
that this government has not already 
received some assurances from Holland 
on thig point, but it is probably the 
case that these have not been reduced 
to writing, but are simply matters of 
mutual understanding. The acceptance 
of the allied powers who appeared 
against Venezuela several years ago 
would seem to have indicated to Hol- 
land the necessity of coming to some 
understanding with the United States 
before proceeding to the point of actual 
hostilities, which, after all, Is the situ- 
ation on the Venezuelan coast, not- 
withstanding diplomatic disclaimers. 

Logically, the next step will be the 
declaration of a blockade, and of this 
due notice must be given, by Holland to 
all maritime nations tn order to pre- 
vent the lodgment of claims for un+-, 
warrantable injury inflicted upon neu- 
tral commerce, Meanwhile thé action 
of the Dutch cruisers in seizing Ven- 
ezuelan ships is calculated to have a 
depressing effect upon the trade of 
Venezuela and to discourage prospec- 
tive shipments of merchandise during 
the present unsettled conditions.

Col. Kingman Reports on Savannah- 
Fernandina Channel. 
Washington, December 15.—Secretary 
Wright has transmitted a report by 
Colonel Kingman, corps of engineers, 
On the resurvey of the [hside water 
route between Savannah and Fernan 
dina, made with a view to determining 
the best route of the proposed water- 

way. 

Improvement of this route, as a whole, 
has been carried on by the general 
government since 1892, and has for its 
object the securing of a sheltered or 
land-locked route along the coast line 
between the ports named, with a min- 
imum depth of 7 feet. 

Colonel Kingman recommends the 
continuation of the improvement of 
the same general depth, but with in- 
creased width of channel, with a change 
Of route at two points, and the addi- 
tion of alternative or auxiliary chan- 
nels at four other localities.

Human Footprints in Clay. 


Toronto, Ont., December 15.—Workmen 
employed on the waterworks tunne! un. 
der Toronto bay yesterday found hu- 
man footprints in the blue clay. 70 feet 
below the water level. 

The find was in inter-gfacial clay, 
déposited from fifty to one hundred 
thousand years ago, and is considered 
the most important geologic ‘al discovery 
relating to that period made in Amer- 
ica. City Inspector W. HW. Cross said: 

“It looked like’ a trail. There were 
cver a hundred footprints, from large 
prints to the print of a child's foot 342 
inches long. All were toed in. You 
could not see the hollow between the 
tall and heel in many of them, and 
they were all made with moccasined 
feet. ‘All pointed north, except wher: 
some turned off to the side.’’

1. Have your packages wrapped securely, 
but without sealing, in stout paper. These 
packages are thrown together in canvas 
sacks; the sacks are piled on top of each 
and your package may be subjected 
to great weight over it and crushed, or when 
the sack is emptied, it may be torn. 

2. See that your package is accurately 
weighed, in order that the full amount of 
postage required may be affixed in stamps. 
Unless fully prepaid it will not leave the of- 
fice. Hundreds of packages last Christmas 
Were either delayed or never reached their 
being short paid. Recollect 
Scales that 
do not. weigh ounces will not give correct 
weight. Ample arrangements will be made 
at the postoffice for correctly weighing your 
vackages.

a package, preceded by the word ‘‘From.’ 
In this case, it is wrongly addressed, or 
short paid, you wif be immediately notified

PLEA FOR TARIFF 
MADE BY SCHWAB 


Views of Andy Car- 
negie. 


Washington, December |5.—Disagree- 
ing with the published An- 
drew Carnegie, with r§eard to the steel 
schedule of the tariff, Charles M. 
Schwab, former president of the United 
states Steel Corporation, gave valuable 
testimony before the house ways and 
means committee at the tariff hearing 
today. 

While he practically admitted that the 
eonditions which existed nine years ago 
would have permitted a reduction in the 
steel schedule at that time, he said that 
the cost of every item entering into the 
manufacture of steel raliis had in- 
creased to such an extent that the pres- 
ent conditions must be changed to per- 
mit of tariff reduction. 

“In five years there will not be a 
Bessemer steel converting works left in 
the United States,’’ Mr. Schwab pre- 
dicted. “Bessemer steel will be of no 
use. The same is true of structural 
as well as rails. They will all 
be made by the ‘open hearth’ process of 
manufacture. Costly changes in the 
construction of the plants will be neces- 
saTy to make the improvements in the 
methods of manufacture.” 

Mr. Schwab also declared that within 
ten vears the “open hearth” process

would be superseded by the electric sys- 


tem of manufecture, which is being de- | 


veloped in Germany. | 

“These changes in the process of, 
manufacture increase the quality of the 
stee],”” he continued, “but they also 
slightly increase the cost of produce 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Schwab said he was not in favor 
of any change in the tariff on steel 
and steel products. ee moderate 
change would not make a material dif- 
férence,”’ he said, “but a radical change 
might do considerable harm.” He admit- 
ted that the tariff could be taken off 
fron ore without affecting the value of 
the Mesaba ore of this country. Mr. 
Schwab stated that the Bethlehem Stee 
Company, of which he is president, im- 
ports all of its fron ore from Cuba.

LONGBOAT WINS ‘2 
THE MARATHON 


Dorando Collapsed Within 
Sight of the Finish 
Line, 


"af 


"New York, December !5.—As on that 
memorable occasion of his first Olym- 
piad, Dorando Pietri collapsed within 
sight of the goal tonight, and Tom 
Longboat, the Indian runner, who had 
been led by a yard or more nearly all 
the way, won the Marathon race at 
Madison Square Garden. 

The race was hard fought from start 
to finish, and kept the thousands of 
spectators in wild excitement. At 25 
miles Dorando was leading by two 
yards, A mment before Longboat had 
made a remarkable spurt, and put him- 
self on an even footing with the lit- 
tle Italian. Dorando immediately re- 
gained first position, and the men were 
fighting it out in the 26th mile, with 
Dorando in the lead, but visibly weaker. 
The chances of Longboat appeared to 
improve in the second and third laps. 
In the fourth lap, while the crowd was 
crying itself hoarse, both men slacken- 
ed peceptibly. Then suddenly Dorando 
staggered and dropped. Longboat finish- 
ed alone. His time for the distance of 
26 miles, 386 yards was 2:45:05 2-6. 
The time was 35 2-5 seconds slower 
than the mark established by Dorando 
when he defeated Hayes over the same 
track three weeks ago. Tt was a 
gruelling race for nearly twenty-five 
and a half miles, with the Italian gen- 
erally in the lead, but occasionally over- 
hauled by a ,.wonderful spurt on the 
part of the Indian. 

The men started away at a briek clip. 
Dorando at once establishing a lead of 
nearly two yards. Longboat had won 
the pole position, and pushed the 
other so hard in the first few minutes 
of the race that at the end of five 
miles the Dorando-Hayes record for the 
distance had been beaten by nearly a 
minute. Later the men slowed up, and 
for many miles they kept the same rel- 
ative position in slower time.. Then 
Longboat spurted and repeated § these 
tactics until they had a plainly evident 
effect upo the ItalHan. Dorando, 
neverthe , held his advantage until 
the lap leap of the i4th mile, when 
Longboat took the lead, and increased 
bis pace a littl. He finished the 
fourteen miles | minute 16 2-6 seconds 
ahead of the Dorando-Hayes record.

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@7 points in response to bet- 
ter cables than expected, and on a con- 
tinuation of yesterday's covering move- 
ment, which was based on rumors that

Occasional Rallies in Stocks

Effect of Diminishing Money Supply 
Shown by the Stock Market. 
Bears Make Use of the 
Movement for Tariff 
Revision. 


New York, December !6.—The money 
market showed the further effects to- 
day of the diminishing supply and the 
increasing demands. The subtreasury’s 
absorption ffom the banks of a little 
over $!,000,000, although moderate by 
comparison with the day before, brought 


banking week up to $16,399,000, which is 
but little less than the figure of the sur- 
Plus reserves as shown in the Wank 
statement on Saturday. Payments con- 
tinue on account of subscriptions to the 
Panama canal bonds. Preparations were 
in progress today for applications for 
the (Brazillian coffee loan, of which a 
$10,000,000 apportionment will be of- 
fered in New York tomorrow. These 
demands for banking facilities outside 
the stock market, with the surplus down 
to the vanishing point, have the effect 
of disiodgink& some loans employed in 
speculative holdings of stocks and in 


y causing a shifting in othér instances. 


The speculative position was made vul- 
nerable by this situation, and there was 
a party in the speculation ready to take 
adivantage of it. The purpose of this 
party was proclaimed by advertisement 
and by vociferous protestation, followed 
by an extensive line of selling orders 
from Boston. The market was not 
without support at different stages, 
which made a drag on the decline and 
caused occasional! rallies. The risimg in 
the rates for call money and the les- 
sened inclination of tenders to place 
funds in that way hampered the specu- 
lative buying and left the way open to 
the forces operating for a decline. The 
appointment of a commission by Gov- 
ernor Hughes to probe the methods and 
practices of speculative dealings was 
made of opportune use by the bear 
party, although a substantial element in 
the stock exchange membership wel- 
comes the work thus set on foot. There 
was some happenings which reinforced 
the bears in thelr attack, wa ion laid 
large stress on the unsettling effect of 
tariff revision, especially of the steel 
schedules. The examination by the ways 
and means committee of the house of 
important steel men gave point to this 
contention. Part of the acute weakness 
shown by American Smelting in the last 
few days thas been attributed to the 
proposition to reduce the tariff on lead. 
A bad effect was produced by the re- 
ports of tae increasing agitation over 
the proposition of the railroads to ad- 
vanee freight rates and over the exten- 
sive increase, said to be involved in the 
changes proposed to the interstate com- 
merce commission. The threat to take 
congressional action on the subject 
opened up a prospect of hostile activity 
toward the project which was not relish- 
ed by those who have counted on the 
advantage of the increased freight 
charges to the holders of the railroad 
securities. A reduction in copper quo- 
tations at New York metal exchange 
was a factor in the depression shown 
by the metal industrials. Tine disclaim- 
er put out by the Pennsylvania railroad 
of the reports of the placing of its steel 
rail order for the year was the cause 
of some disturbance, as the holding back 
of that order fs of influence on the dusi- 
ness of all the other railroads. A much 
more active demand was reported for 
time toans and less was offered, result- 
ing in advancing rates, in consonance 
with the rise to 4 per cent im call loans, 
The firmer money market reduced te 
demand for remittance of funds to for- 
elgn centers am@weakened the exchange 
market.
